The local Canadian Association ot 
Medical Students and Internes is to 
present the first of a series of talks 
on Public Health subjects by those 
prominent in our Canadian Public 
Hculth Service on 'i'liur.sdijy, Feb, 
6, 8.00 p.m. in the Medical J3uilding. 

The great majority of the load 
ing medical men in Canada and 
United Slates, stated a member of 
th« executive, arc unanimous in 
Vhe opinion that the next great 
step which Medicine will take will 
be to achieve a sound Public 
Health, i^iing all the knowledge 
and methods of treatment which 
the science has advanced in the Jest 
decades. In this respect, reference 
may be made to the statements by 
Hans Zinsser, world-renov/ned Bac- 
teriologist and Immunologist, in his 
Biography of R,S., published after 
his recent death. 

CAiMSI has secured as first 
speakers Dr. G. J. Wherre^, F.R.C.P,, 
Executive Secretary of Canadian 
Tuberculosis Ass'n,, and Dr. Ad 
Grouix, F.R,S,I„ of the Department 
ol Health of Montreal, who are to 
speak on Tuberculosis. Dr. Wherret 
has gathered experience in the 
work of establishing a network of

Dr. Faster Kennedy was guest 
Fpcakcr at the fifty-ninth annual 
banquet of tho Medical Undcrsra- 
duats Society held Saturday even- 
ing February finst. This was the 
first time in the history of the 
banquet that it was held on uni- 
versiljr grounds. Among those pre- 
sent were Dean Simpson, dean of 
the Faculty Medicine. Dr. Mea- 
kins. .Associate Dean, Dr. F. Smith, 
who acted as Master of Ceremonies, 
Dr. W. C. Gibson, Dr. Wilder Pen- 
field, Dr. J. Fraser, and Dr. W. 
Sutherland. 

Dr. Kennedy who is an expert 
diagnostician was born in Belfast, 
Ireland and educated at Queens 
College. He served in the last war 
with the British Army and was 
promoted to the rank of Major. At 
present he is Professor of Neurol- 
ogy at Cornell University. 

(The address Dr. Kennedy de- 
livered before the Undergraduate 
Medical Society was on a previous 
occasion, broadcast to Britain, after 
it had been giver> in New York. 
Following are extracts from his 
address.) 

"Science knows that a successful 
animal is one completely adapted 
to its surroundings. Any country 
may be regarded as a single animal 
organism. It must have a balanced 
relationship of its external forces. 
Men tend to become over much the 
product of their own kind; to speak 
in the idiom of their period. The ob- 
jectivity of science in Leipzig at 
this moment exists in the exact pro- 
portion ot the usefulness ot that 
science to the government of that 
country. So in science, we risk de- 
generating into a medley of hypo- 
theses if we join not science to 
philosophy which the Greeks used 
to integrate in all knowledge. Sci-

Dr. Currie referred his hearers to 
tho book by Dr. Donalda Dickie; 
"The Enterprise in Theory and 
Practice" and stated that much of 
the series of lectures would deal 
with discussing points in this book. 

The lecturer pointed out that 
there is a change in the adolescent 
period. He said that school must be 
regarded as a place where living 
boys and girls learn, and living 
teachers leach. The Enterprise, he 
stated, is a home grown cxpcri 
ence, begun in Canada and adapted 
to Canadian schools. 

Schools Visited. 

Dr. Currie went on to contrast 
two schools he had visited. In the 
traditional typo of school where 
the teacher was an excelelnt dis- 
ciplinarian, the school ran like 
clockwork. Old fashioned pictures, 
lack of maps and books, rigid time- 
table and seats fastened to the floor 
were all noticeable features. The

MUSIC NOTES 



McGIII Strinr Quartet. 

The event of tlic week-end was the fourth 
concert in the McGill Siring Quartet's verj* 
recherche .«crics, held on Frid.iy evening in the 
\Vindft)r Hotel. The Prince of Wnlcs Salon 
m.-iv be îin indifferent music-room, but it is 
ideal for the obscr\'ancc of intermission ameni- 
ties, and this, comb^ed with the presence as 
guest artist of Reginald Stewart, pianist, made 
for a distinguished occasion. 

Messrs. nrott. Shorrard. Kondoiîs, and Bel- 
land have come a long way together in unity 
of style and group feeling— the give and tal«e 
that make fOr successful quartet playing, and 
it is idle to pretend that they will not go 
farther in the distinction of tlioir phrasing, and 
the constant ,ndju.";lnionts of intonation neces- 
f.iry for groat sonority in string lone. On Fri- 
day, they played Haydn and Milhaud, and 
joined with Mr. Stewart in a performance of 
the Schumann piano quintet. Of course a lot 
of Schumann's popularity with modern 
audiences .<;tenis from this very work, as it 
docs from the A minor concerto, and other 
combinations in which the composer's favourite 
instrument figures, and it is also an excellent 
thing to try on the neophytes, who find Schu-- 
mann's boldness and romanticism easy to listen 
to. Mr. Stewart and the Quartet preserved a 
discreet balance in the performance, and 
achieved something that sounded very im- 
pressive and well-integrated. 

Mr. Stewart gave a splendid performance, 
intelligent, robust, and warm-hearted. Such 
good playing helped to crj'stallizc the difficult 
string roles into effective ensemble. 

Mithaud's A Minor Quartet. 

Left to their own devices, the Quartet 
turned to Darius Milhaud s A minor quartet, 
which surprised nearly everyone by its warmth, 
sobriety, and lack of spurious intellectualism. 
Clearly, Milhaud's cosmopolitanism has giwn 
rise to an inconsistency of style, and possibly 
taste. If you want to prove that, and if you 
were in the audience on Friday, you are ad- 
vised to repair to the Carnegie room this afler- 
nO'T.. where one can play the excerpts from 
■ L Orcstie d'Aeschyle" which are to be had on 
discs, and which ought to bring down the house 
with their harsh, undisciplined caterwauling. 
But freakish or not, the man who thought it 
furmy to set a florist's catalogue to music is 
capable of some exquiiite string \STiting, highly 
rj-thmicaJ, and tender and witty by turn. 

The A minor work is very lyrical, a kind 
of hothouse product, gorgeous in coloration, and 
most effective (to my ears) in the first two 
movements. The McGills did what was ap- 
parently a first-rate job with this music. The 
concert began with the first of the "Tost" 
quartets of Haydn, the Op. 54, Mo. 1, in G, 
which is a most worthy representative of the 
m4tufe period of Haydn's creative life. It may 
not have provided the most disflnguished play- 
ing of the evening, but made a capital prelude 
to what was to come later; and as things got 
progressively better all, was well that ended 
well. — R.A.M.

COMPLEX METHODS OF CRIME INVEST! 
CATIONS FIND NO PLACE FOR 
MODERN SHERLOCK HOLMES 



(Following is an abstract of a public lee 
ture on "Medical Aids to Justice," given at the 
Medical School by Dr. Alan R. Moritz, pro 
fessor of Legal Medicine.) 

It is most unlikely that Ellery Queen, Nero 
Wolfe, or even an up-to-date version of Sher- 
lock Holmes could hold a job in a modern 
police organization. ^ 

The investigation of murder is conducted 
very differently than what one would be led 
to believe by reading detective stories. No 
efficient police organization could tolerate the 
dangerous eccentricities and the relative Inox- 
pertness of, most of the famous detectives of 
fiction. Murder is rarely solved by a lone 
worker hut rather by the integrated efforts of 
a group uf specialists, each of whom makes 
his own particular contribution to the inves- 
tigation. 

In many respects that part of any modern 
police organization which ii concerned with 
the investigation of murder functions very 
much like a large medical clinic, A case is 
brought to the attentlo^ of the clinic, and, 
from that moment on, it passes under the 
scrutiny of one expert after anoti^er, accord- 
ins to the symptoms presented. Tlie essencu 
of the investigation of a murder Is to acquire 
all of the facts that might conceivably be of 
value. The police have long since Icurned thai 
the most important evidence in often uc(|uueit 
only wlt^ the aid uf vorious liighly bpeciulized 
observers ond ttial llio lone wolf type of in- 
vestigator, such as depicted in most detective 
stories, would rarely have a case tliat would 
satisfy the requirements of an intelligent pro- 
secuting attorney. 

Thus, the medical examiner, the palhulogist, 
the chcmlsl, the physicist, the firearms expert, 
the fingerprint expert, and others too numer- 
ous to mention, porliclpatc in the investigation 
in order that murder eliall not pass unrccojj- 
nizcd and that all of the pertinent cviittnL<. 
shall be accurcd.

jority. Uroonfu^iM nvr,. lie c<in- 
tinued. u.so the prevalent confusion 
to become "men of destiny." 
Trend in History. 

Professor Hcnvicl trariM the .«pint- 
ual tradition through li s;o;y. W-.M-, 
the pa.«Fage of time, ho declared, 
the personal ,-,pproach to history 
gives way to the scientific, and llnu< 
the past beeomcs; less grand and 
more intelligible. Life is revealed as 
.-n Rf'.s'.r of viîi.'fitudos. Hut in spite 
of this scientific oieiachment. Dr, 
Hcr.del s.iid, the f.ict that all life 
er.vis in death, a matter of the great- 
est pcr.sonal concern is touched on. 
To. deal more directly w-ith this 
problem of life ,tnd oc.iih, he con- 
tinued, one must go beyond history 
to philosophy, poetry, and religion. 

Profassor Hendel showed that 
primitive man invoked extra-human 
aid, not having enough resources 
for the exigencies of life. Primitive 
man so believed in life, the speaker 
said, that he acted as if it pi^rsisto.-i 
even after the doatli of ti-.c i-oviy 
He traced the spiritual tradition to 
Athens pointing out how Socrates 
taught that death was more tlian 
the dissolution of the body and that 
the true activity of the soul was to 
know the eternal principles of all 
being. 

Rise of Chri.stianity. 

Dr. He:;, if! ceaït next with the 
ris« of Christisnity. The fall of 
Rome, he declared, overcame the 
faith of the pagans in the sufficiency 
of the state. Ciiristianity, he de- 
clared, had become involved in 
laws, government, and politics. 

Man today must form a moral 
philosophy. Dr. Hendel said. In so 
dcing, he continued, man oicillates 
between the Greek and Christian 
traditions. The problem, however, 
may not be a philosophical one. the 
speaker suggested. "The task be- 
fore us may be one of elemental 
moral decision." he said.
